9. If applicant continues to prosecute the application, revision of the specification and 
claims to present the application in proper form is required. While an application can be 
amended to make it clearly understandable, no subject matter can be added that was not 
disclosed in the application as originally filed. 

10. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

11. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly and 
positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a manner as to 
present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one sentence form only. Note the 
format of the claims in the patent cited 

Claim 1 is indefinite because the claim does not recite the structural elements that make 
up the claimed item. 

No antecedent basis is seen for the terms such as "[t]he metal foot shifter" in claim 2 and 
"said damaging area" in claim 4. 
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12. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

13. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Scott (US Patent 
No. 3,817,119). 

Regarding claim 1, Scott teaches an item 1 designed to protect rider's shoes. 

Regarding claim 2, Scott teaches a piece of soft material 7 surrounds a metal foot shifter 
2 on motor vehicles. 

Regarding claim 3, the surface of the shoes 4 is unable to be damaged. 

Regarding claim 4, Scott's damaging area can be resurfaced with non damaging material 
(e.g., by sewing a new piece of soft material to cover the damaged area). 

14. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by Wells (US 
Patent No. 5,687,617). 

15. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure: Conarro et al. (Figs. 1-3), Blades (cover A), Dunn et al. (cover 10), Haines et al. 
(cover 21), and Gillane (cover 10).
